With a 19-point lead over Jones in the 
December third game, the Bears saw the 
Bobcats chip away at the lead, but in¬ 
creased their number of wins to six, with a 
69-59 score. Singleton led scorers with 32 
points. 

After the Christmas break, the team lost 
by four points to Meridian but returned to its 
winning ways with a 22-point margin over 
East Mississippi. In a victory over Jones, 
Singleton proved to be the difference, scor¬ 
ing 10 of the next 11 points in taking the lead. 


The Bears continued to win, posting five 
victories in their next seven games. A close 
game with Co-Lin could have gone into 
overtime, but a three-pointer missed at the 
buzzer. In the Pearl River game on January 
30, Southwest made 11 of 14 free throws in 
the final minutes to secure an 82-80 victory. 

With their defeat of Gulf Coast, the Bears 
went from sixth place in the division to a half¬ 
game out of second. And they did it with 
defense, limiting gulf Coast to 18 for 50 
shooting from the field.
